Port Elizabeth. — No case of plague was discovered during the week. Plague- 
infected rodents continued to be found in the town. 

East London. — No case of plague was discovered during the week. A plague- 
infected rat was found in the town. 

Queenstown. — No case of plague was discovered during the week. Plague-infected 
rodents continued to be found in the town. 

Knysna. — No case of plague was discovered during the week. Plague-infected 
rodents continued to be found in the town. 

Other places. — In King Williams Town, Graaff-Reinet, and Lady Grey no case 
of plague in man or animals was discovered during the week. 

Cape Town and harbor-board area. — Six hundred and thirty-one rats were examined 
during the week. None were found affected with plague.
